Charlevoix County could usé a shot in the arm as far as general ad- 


vertising and publicity go. 

From time to time you hear talk of a county-wide chamber of com- 
merce made up of civic~organization members from all cities, but 
nothing has ever developed from the idea. : 


But it seems that a county chamber operating fairly for all com- 
munities would eveatually increase interest in the county through- 
out the stdte. 


The main objection would probably be that the chamber would 
not stress each area as much as possible. However, one or two civic 


minded persons from each area could be on the county chamber 


board and keep the organization operating with fairness to all.: 

Such a chamber would need a full time secretary at a good salary 
a man who knows the area and whose heart is in the development of 
Charlevoix county. We have several capable men who might be in- 
terested in carrying out the work. 


No matter how hard and honest the secretary worked for the 
entire county the plan would fail unless each community agreed 
to control petty jealously. 


Each community at one time held successful “annual care whic 
drew thousands of visitors from other cities. - 

Boyne City has held successful Fourth of July programs, ariel 
festivals, soap box derbys, etc; East Jordan has held boat races, 
smelt festivals. appreciation days, and is the site of the county fair. 
Charlevoix is the only town in the county that hasn’t let its annual 
attraction fall by the wayside. 

Charlevoix’s venitian night draws more people than any OEE sin- 
-gle civie-sponsored attraction held in the county during the year..We 
are not speaking of privately operated businesses. 

Even the Labor Day picnic at his s park was a dud compared 
to former years. 


East Jordan, Charlevoix and Boyne City must enter into an hon- 
est spirit of cooperation if we are to draw visitors to the county 
in such numbers that it will be more than worth the work and ex- 
pense. - 


‘That the county isn’t more active and seceueatee: in these things 
is indeed unfortunate for it is without doubt one of he most attrac- 
tive countys in all Michigan.
